P R E F AC E 



Matthew Adams Sticknej was born September 23, 1805, at Row- 
ley, Mass., and died August 11, 1894, at 119 Boston street, Salem, 
where he resided since 1838. About 1823 he began to collect coins 
and was probably the first person in America to form a systematic 
collection of the various dates in the several series. He was a 
gentleman of great refinement and gentleness of character, ever 
willing to he of service in our chosen science as is attested by his 
aid to Mr. S. S. Crosby, when he was preparing his monumental 
work on the Colonial, State and Washington coins in 1873-1875, 
supplying many of the coins from his great collection to illustrate 
the book above alluded to; and which may be noted by comparison 
of the plates in the present catalogue with those in Mr. Crosby’s 
book. The last few years of his life had been largely devoted to 
the compilation and publishing of his genealogies of the Fowler 
and Stickney families in which he was ably assisted by his two 
devoted daughters. The Misses Stickney write me that the collec- 
tion delivered to me was their father’s entire collection and that 
nothing had been sold or retained out of it and it is here offered in 
its entirety. This celebrated collection has for many years been a 
mystery, as hardly any one of the present generation had seen any- 
thing of it; so that it has been a pleasure to me to undertake the 
work of writing the catalogue, and I can say that I have not spared 
myself nor my money in its preparation. 

A perusal of the catalogue will exhibit to the intending buyers 
the various coins; yet I feel constrained to briefly request the 
special attention of collectors to some of the greatest rarities that 
are in this renowned cabinet, taking them in the order of the cat- 
alogue; the series of silver coins of the Colony of Massachusetts 
are worthy of notice; then the shilling of Lord Baltimore; the 
Gloriam Regni and gold coin of Louis XIV 1670; Franco-Ameri- 
cana; Jeton, 1758; the Rosa Sine Spina; the cent of New namp- 
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shire, 1776, and the unique “Janus Head” y 2 Penny of 1776; 
unique pattern piece which was found with the Janus Head y 2 
Penny; the fine series of cents of Massachusetts, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, etc.; and then the great New 
\ork Brasher Doubloon, 1787, the second gold coin struck in 
America, a coin that Mr. Stickney prized beyoud money and which 
I feel confident will now be appreciated as it should be; the Liber 
Natus Libertatem Defendo and other cents of New York are great 
rarities. President General George Washington is represented 
by a series of coins and medals that are rarely offered. We now 
come to the regular United States series and such a gathering 
there is its equal not often seen. A grand series of Pattern 
Pieces, many of beauty and great rarity, and this series should 
be more highly appreciated than it has been. The time will come 
when present prices will seem very insignificant. The United 
States gold regular series is almost complete and contains the 
Eagles, 1795-1838, all the dates of Half Eagles, 1795 to 1837 with 
only the 1822 missing, but having the great rarities 1797, 1815, 
1819, 1821, 1824, 1827, 1828, 1829, 1832. Quarter Eagles, the set 
1796 to 1834 with Motto. Three Dollars and One Dollars are 
fairly represented. The complete set of Silver Dollars with a 
splendid 1794 and the

which Mr. Stickney obtained from the United States Mint in 1843 
and which has never been offered before for competition. This is 
probably the last chance this generation will have of procuring 
one of this date. The dollars of 1836, 1838, 1839, 1851, 1852, 1858 
are also in the collection. Of the other denominations, suffice it 
to say, that from the rare 1796, 1797 half dollars to the half cents, 
many great rarities and beautiful specimens abound. Unique 
proof sets. The Private or Pioneer gold coins issued in Carolina, 
California, Colorado, etc., are in profusion and embrace many 
larities. bor many years Mr. Stickney gathered foreign coins 
and a goodly array he had collected. Canadian medals and coins 
piesent a number of rarities, which will no doubt be appreciated 
by our fellow Numismatists across the border. 

Collectors who are unknown to me will kindly send reference, 
Bank preferred, when sending in their bids. 
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As to my work, the catalogue speaks for itself ; but permit me 
to state that I have endeavored to describe the various items fairly 
and accurately to the best of my judgment, and I may add that 
my efforts in this direction have for the past thirty-two years given 
satisfaction to a large clientele. I desire the goodwill of every 
collector and any error on my part will be courteously corrected 
to the best of my ability. I guarantee everything in the sale to be 
genuine and this holds good indefinitely. 

To prepare this catalogue has been a labor of love, as I am 
greatly interested in our pursuit and expect to devote my life to it. 
The sale is later iu the season than I expected it to be; therefore 
the time between the receipt by you of this catalogue and the sale 
being so brief, please examine the catalogue on its receipt and send 
in your bids; make them as high as you can, and I will buy as much 
lower as the competition will permit. The printing of the cata- 
logue and free distribution has been one of great expense, but 1 
trust it will meet with the approbation of collectors and that they 
will send in some bids even though they might bid on a few lots 
only. It seems to me that the scope of the collection is so broad, 
that no one can say “It had nothing in it I wanted.” So many great 
collections have been permanently removed from the market by 
being donated to cities, museums, etc., that such opportunities as 
this are fast becoming a thing of the past, and collectors should 
eagerly embrace such a chance to add to their cabinets, for here 
is offered the result of upward of seventy years of collecting. 

When the news that the sale of the Sticknev Collection was in 
my hands was made public I received many letters of congratula- 
tion, and while I hope all of them were acknowledged, vet fearing 
that any were omitted unintentionally, I take this opportunity to 
express my appreciation. 

Thanking you for your valued patronage in the past, and solicit-

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NEW JERSEY. 

Coins probably struck during the reign of Charles I of Great 
Britain for circulation in Ireland; but not meeting with favor 
there, a quantity were brought to this country in 1681 by an emi- 
grant, Mark Newby, who settled in N. J., and by Act of May 8, 
1682, they were made to pass current in this colony. Their origin 
and the significance of the designs, etc., has caused much discus- 
sion without any conclusion being arrived at.

only example known. This 1804 dollar has never been 
out of Mr. Stieknev’s possession and so carefully guarded 
by him that few persons were ever even allowed to see it. 
lie always considered the 1787 New York Brasher doub- 
loon and this coin his greatest Numismatic treasures. I 
compared it with the one in the Mint and it is exactly the 
same; the edges correspond even to the impression on the 
letters. V eight 415 grs., y/o'iu correct as the legal stand- 
ard was 416 grains. A statement by Mr. T. L. Comparette, 
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Curator of the U. S. Mint Collection that this dollar is 
exactly the same as the one in the Mint Cabinet accom- 
panies it. As to its state of preservation it surpasses 
the one in the Mint, as it is a trifle finer impression, and 
the Mint specimen has several minute nicks above the 
head. At some time it has been wiped or kept possibly in 
a chamois bag and shows very faint hair marks, other- 
wise it is extremely fine, brilliant and with a slight proof 
surface. No other example of this great coin has such a 
clear pedigree as this — here it is obtained of the U. S. 
Government in 1843 and never changed hands until this 
year 1907 — 64 years! The first publication of the 1804 
Dollar was 1842 when it was published by Messrs. Eck- 
feldt and Du Bois, assayers at the Mint; in their “Man- 
ual of Coins,” and on one of the plates in that pioneer 
book on American Coins, they placed the 1804 dollar; 
without any comment as to its rarity and evidently there 
shown as the finest specimen of the dollar in the Mint 
Collection, this was fifteen years before the first counter- 
feit die was made and its rarity was established. The 
illustration in that publication was made by the ruling 
engine and so it is exact, being made right from the coin. 
As to what it will sell for at this sale, no one knows but 
unlimited bids had better not be sent — place at least an 
approximate sum on your bid so your agent will know 
your wishes; suffice it to say that from all I have heard 
the past eight weeks, I feel confident it will pass any pre- 
vious record for a U. S. Coin ! Every other 1804 Dollar 
is out of the market — three alone being in Museums and 
Mr. Dunham and Mr. Manning are not sellers and here 
is your last chance!

The following letter from Mr. M. A. Stickney, relative to the 
1804 Dollar was published in the August Number, 1867, of the 
American Journal of Numismatics and as it contains much of in- 
terest to Numismatists. I reprint it. 

Salem, July 2, 1867. 

Edward Cogan, Esq., New York, 

Dear Sir : I have received from some friendly hand, perhaps 

3 ’ours, the June number of the American Journal of Numis-

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matics, in which you notice a paragraph from a California paper, 
and say truly, that I would not have parted with the Dollar of 
1804 for twice what was stated I was offered for it. 

I was applied to by letter, July 4, 1866, by Mr. T. A. Andrews of 
Charlestown, Mass., for the Dollar of 1804, which he understood I 
had in my possession, and wished to obtain by purchase, for a 
friend in California, or information where he could get another. 
In reply, I stated : “I have a genuine Proof Dollar of the United 
States Coinage of 1804; I do not dispose of any coins not dupli- 
cates, at any price. It is not likely that if I parted with this dollar, 
I could ever obtain another, as I have been told by a gentleman 
(W. Elliot Woodward, Esq.), largely engaged in selling Coins at 
Auction, that he thought that it might bring one thousand dollars.” 
On the 18tli of November, 1866, Mr. Andrews wrote me again, of- 
fering in the name of his friend “$1,000 in currency or the value in 
Gold coin,” saying: “I merely make the offer as requested to do, 
being aware that you stated that you did not dispose of coins ex- 
cept duplicates.” I declined the offer the 23d of the same month. 

No mention was made of this offer to any one afterwards, and 
the first notice I received of the California paragraph was from 
Mr. Poole, a Professor in a College at Mexico — who supposed I was 
the gentleman meant in the notice he had seen in California — when 
returning to his native place, South Danvers ; and who called on me 
soon after. Of the genuineness of my U. S. Dollar of 1804, I think 
there cannot be entertained a doubt, as it was handed me directly 
from the Cabinet of the U. S. Mint in Philadelphia, on the 9th of 
May, 1843, by one of its officers, (Mr. W. E. Du Bois,) who still 
holds the same situation there, and can testify to it. It was not 
then considered any more valuable than any other of the series, 
and I only desired it to help make up the Chronological Series, 
which I perhaps was the first to attempt to make, of U. S. Coins. 

Jacob G. Morris, Esq., of Philadelphia., (lost on hoard of the 
“Arctic,” on his return from Europe in 1854) whom I visited at 
the same time, in a letter received from him soon after he writes: 
“I have never cared for making a collection of American Coins of 
each year’s coinage: it is onlv where the style has been altered, 
or where there is any peculiarity in the Coin, differing from those 
in general circulation, that I have cared for them ; nor do T see the 
utility of it to a Collector.” Dr. Boper and others were of the 
same opinion. 

This Dollar has never been out of my house since, or even 
handled by those who called to see it: and T was very careful that 
Monsieur Vattemare, when at my house, should not by some 
sleight of hand exchange it. 

It is a perfect specimen; and I was not aware that there was 
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any other original one existing, save the one left in the Cabinet of 
the Mint. It was obtained with other coins, by an honorable ex- 
change of Pine-Tree money, and rarities not in their collection, 
one piece of which, has since proved to be of exceeding rarity : the 
“Immune Columbia” in gold, 1785 — which Mr. Du Bois notices as 
a guinea re-struck and bearing the date of 1783, p. 129 of his work 
on the Collection of Coins belonging to the U. S. Mint, 1846 — and 
which I had obtained, the day before, of Beebee & Parshells in 
New York. 

As regards the authenticity of other specimens of the U. S. 
Dollar of 1804, I have no knowledge. Those having dollars of that 
date (Cohen and Mickley) were not then known at the Mint as 
collectors, as appears by the list of which I send you a copy, then 
obtained, 1843, from Mr. Du Bois, which remains, in his hand-writ- 
ing, in my possession, with the addition of the names of Philip 
Hone of New York and Robert Gilmore of Baltimore, which were 
added in the hand-writing of the late John Allan of New York, who 
was also a distinguished collector. 

“Amateurs of Coins : — Dr. Roper J. G. Morris, Esq. ; Mr. David 
(nephew of Mr. Morris) ; Mr. W. G. Mason; C. C. Ashmead; John 
Reeve; Mr. Cooper, Camden; H. A. Muhlenberg, Reading; Rev. Dr. 
Robbins of Hartford (my uncle) ; Edward B. Wynn, Hamilton.” 

I have been for nearly fifty years a systematic collector of coins ; 
and for a very long period, almost without a competitor; and very 
many of the rare coins which now enrich other cabinets were, by 
great solicitation, obtained from me. My facilities for collecting 
coins were remarkably good, through the friendship of Beebee & 
Parshell’s Bullion Exchange, 22 y 2 Wall St., N. Y. I received from 
them, quarterly, from 1843, rare coins I was in search of, at par; 
and under all the changes of the firm, they continued to favor me 
till 1854, when, in consequence of ill health, I gave up my business. 

You are at liberty to make what use you may please of my letter, 
if I have communicated anything that may be of interest to the 
American Numismatic and Archaeological Society, of which I 
should be glad to be a member, but age and distance prevent.
